tual understandment.

Man is sick of aggression and
hatred. Peace ean be had by all
if all will only cooperate. Total
disarmament is a fantasy; no
natich is going to demolish her
defenses without being absolutely
sure that every other nation has
{done the same. There ean be
peace, therefore, only if man will
pull together; but it must be a
peace with the power to enforce
it.
